Jarius Heald is a man of quiet force, warm- 
ing perceptibly, and showing a glean in bis 
eye when he tells how history has misrepre- 
ser. ted bas father. “* Among all that has been 
written,” he said, “ there is scarce a trace of 
truth. No boy living in Chicago today but 
that believes that within Fort Dearborn, prior 
to the marching out of the troops, there was 
discord and aliwost mutmy.

The advance is the result of the long-stand- 
ing complaint of Eastern producers that the 
Chicago market was paying relatively less for 
its coal than the cities of the East. The 
threatened increase in freight rates on many 
of the Western roads probably exerted some 
influence over the meeting and the unsettled 
state of the Eastern market, résulting from the 
Reading deal, also had its effect, 

The majority of the coabdealers in Chicago 
are satisfied with the new price and some of 
them firophesy that another advance is to be 
expected. Edwin F. Daniels of Edwin F. 
Daniels & Co, said yesterday: 

“ This is the beginning of an atte:apt to 
equalize the price of coal, relatively, of course, 
in Chicago as com pared with the Eastern 
Cities, Por the last three years the big pro- 
ducers have been getting no rettérn at all for 
their product, This is greatly due to the fact 
that the Western market is unreasonably 
befow the markets of the East. When coal is 
selling for from $5.25 to $5.50 in New York 
and the other Eastern cities the increased 
freight rates for the Chicago,market ought to 
bring the price up. to :. Notwithstanding 
this, last winter when hard coal was sciling at 
$5.25 a ton in Philadelphia Chicago consum.- 
ers were buying it at from $5.50 to $5.75 a ton. 
the extra money is not. on account of the 
threatened imcrease in freight rates. The 
added 25 cents will go inte the pockets of the 
producers. And that ie not the only advance 
that we may expect. I have notitied all my 
customers that now is the time for them to 
lay im their coal, for | expect to see prices go 
up to $7 a ton in Chicago before the season is 
over.”’

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PARTNERS IN CRIME. 
The Bar Association of New York has 
passed unanimously upon a report made by 
nine of ita ablest members convicting Isaac 
Hi. Maynard, Associate Justice of the Court of 
Appeals, of larceny in abstracting an election 
return from the office of the Secretary of State, 
which had been mailed to the State Board of 
Canvaseers by the Clerk of Dutchess County. 
The stealing of this retutn was necessary to 
complete the canvass of a Democratic major- 
ity in the Senate, and the crime of this Judge 
effected ‘the dishonest business, It secured a 
fraudulent Democratic majority in that body 
and defeated the will of the people as ex- 
preased at the polls. 
rhe Bar Association of New York 
posed both of Democrats and Republicans. 
The committee which presented this report is 
cou. wed of nine of the most eminent law- 
yers i.. New York and seven of them are Dem- 
ocrats. They presented their report unani- 
mously, andit was acedpted unanimously by 
the assoviation and sent to the Legislature.

THE HOUSE DEFEATS NOYES BY A 
VOTE OF 140 TO 97. 


Many Democrats Fight in Vain Against 
Rock well—A Phase of the Hill-Cleve. 
land QdarfPel in New York— Reported 
Steps Taken by the Adm imistration for 
an Early International Silver Confer- 
_@nce—Business Transacted by the Sen- 
ate—~Talk on the ‘ hinese Bill, 


Wasutnaron, D. C., April 22,—[ Special. ]— 


David. B. Hill has made a bold fight for his 
man ‘Rockwell and won for him the seat in 
Congress from the Twenty-eighth District, to 
which, according te the verdict of a majority 
of the Elections comimittee, including ali of 
the Republican members and all but two 
Democratic members, Noyes, Republican, 
was elected. As soonas the committee re- 
ported in favor of Noyes Senator Hill caine 


_ Over to the House and went to work in poehalf 


‘ot Rocgwell. He failed to shake Chairman 
O’Ferrall and two other Democrats of tne 
comfpittee, but the others weakened, and 
Hill’s New York strikers in the House did the 
rest of the work that resulted in the decision 
of the House today by a vote of 128 to 106 to 
give the seatto Rockwell, the sitting mem- 
ber. The affirmative votes were cast by Dem- 
ocrats only, while dil of the Republicans and a 
minority of Democrats supported the com- 
mittee’s report that Noyes was elected. 

This case has beén one of the most hotly 
contested that have come before Congress for 
years, and an element of uncertainty and’ ex- 
citement was infused into the struggle by the 
fact that the quafrel between the Hill and 
Cleveland factions in New York playe2 a part. 
While the Republicans had no doubt that 
Noyes was the choice of the voters of the dis- 
trict none of them, except members of the 
Elections committee, took an extremely 
active part in the four days’ debate. Prob- 
ably thé séating of Rockwell by the Demo- 
cratic House andthe bad feeling that has been 
engendered among Democrats in that State 
and in Congress by the fight among them- 
séives will benefit the Republican party in 
New York more than would have resulted 
from according Noyes the seat to 
which - he Was entitled under the 
decision of the courts of New York 
arid by the report of the House committee. 
Mr. ©’ Ferrall is extremely sore over his de- 
feat, but says he feels that he has nothing to 
— 86 inuch 4s that his party will have to 
defend on the stump the seating of a man 
whose claim rested solely on fraudulent 
ballots and who was seated only because he 
was a Democrat. When the Speaker an- 
nounced the result the Democrats lustily ap- 
plauded, and tonight the New-Yorkers are 
claiming it as victory for Hill.

Dana Horton, as a corif- 
dential representative of this governinent, has 
spent a year Ur.more anrong the financial offi- 
cers of the Government of Great Britain, 
France, Prussia, Austria, and Italy for the 
purpose of ascertaining their views on the 
subject of a bimetallic standard, and he has 
made elaborate private reports of the results 
of his mission. He is now in Washington and 
is a frequent visitor to the State ana Treasury 
Departments. Since his teturn from Europe 
the correspondence on this subject has been 
wholly with the Unitea Staves Ministers at the 
foreign capitals. : 

It is baud that the reports received from the 
different countries have satisfied the President 
of the advisability of an international confer- 
ence, and that he has pratticaliy decided to 
take the initiative in the matter. It is under- 
stood that he will soon send a special message 


on the subject. 

The National Silver committee at its meet- 
ing today decided to call a national bi- 
metallic convention to meet in this city 
Thursday, May 26. The formal call, which 
will be accompanied by a brief address, will 
be issued ‘tomorrow evening. 

It is ascertained from talks with the mem- 
bers of Congress who attended the meeting of 
the National Silver committee last night that 


interest and demand for silver legislation by 
this Congress show no abatement. The hope 
Was expressed that an opportunity might yet 
be afforded during the present session for 
some action by Congress on the Bland bill, or, 
if that is not possibie on some other measure 
for the full remonetization of silver. The 
proposition for an: international monetary 
conference to consider the silver question re- 
ceived but little attention from the 
persons who addressed the meeting and 
it was only incidentally mentioned. At the 
ineeting were Senators Stewart, Sanders, 
Powers, Daniel, Shoup, and Representative 
Bartine of Nevada. There was no general ex- 
pression on the part of the persons present 
that could be fairly interpreted to favor the 
immediate formation of athird party as had 
been suggested heretofore. A number of 
strong expressions weré heard, however, from 
men who declared they would not vote for a 
Presidential candidate in the coming election 
who was against free coinage.

* New Yorks, April 23,—R.G, Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade says: Bad weather 
has interfered with trade at many points, and 
delayed seeding atthe West. In that ion, 
nevertneiess, signs of improved distribution 
continues, prospects are bright, and busifess 
is much greater than last year. At the 
improvement is more moderate, and yét the 
aggregate of transactions is quite clear, thbugh 
the season is not the busy one for some itmpor- 
tant trades. At the South there is a distinctly 
better feeling, owing to the advance in the 
price of cotton, but much the greater part of 
the crop jhas been marketed, and general 
business is now but moderately af- 
fected. The general ~ conditions of 
trade remain favorable. Merchandise 
exports from New York for the month show a 
gain of but 6 per cent, while the imports for 
the month thus far exceed by 10 per cent those 
of last April, which were the largest ever 
known. 

Wheat exports during half the week have 
been less than 800,000 bushels against Western 
receipts of 1,285,000 busheis, but the price has 
advanced % cent on moderate sales. Corn 
has advanced \&% cent, though exports have 
dropped m xterially. Oats have declined 1 vent 
and coffee 4¢ cent, with pork products steady, 
but oil has advanced 2144 cents. In cotton a 
further advance of 4 cent has occurred, not- 
waning a material decline in recent eXx-. 


Little change is seen in the great industries, 
though the demand for cotton at some points 
distinctly improves. The market at Philade!- 
phia is disappointing, yet there is less pressure 
to sell pig-iron, a goud demand for sheets, 
with an advance asked at Chicago; and struct- 
ural iron is in large demand and especiaily 
active at the West. Heavy eiectrical con- 
sumption has strengthened copper, which 
.gells at 12‘ cents for lake; tin is rising at 20 
cents, and lead steady. The market for wool- 
ens is hardly significant at this season, 
but rather better than a year 
— most miils being well | ein- 
ployed. The dress goods trade is 
mainly over and there is less activity, while 1t 
is hardly time for large business in flannels, 
and men’s woolens are not at present in large 
demand. Put the knit goods trade continues 
encouraging. Improved demand is seen in 
cotton goods, and rubber works are better im- 
ployed than usual at this season, and at mapy 
points the building trades show exciptional 
activity.

NO TROUBLE AT THE HOUSE OF SHELTER. 


New Arrivals Come In aay the Disturbers 
Make Peace, 

Everything was quiet and orderly yesterday - 
afternoon at the House of Sheiter or ‘* Hach- 
nosas Orchim’’ of the Society in Aid of the 
Russian Refugees at No. 152 West Twelfth 
street. A hew lot of emigrants, composed of 
several families of Russian exiles, with an 
abundance of children varying in age from 4 
weeks to 10 years, had just arrived and were 
being fed and their immediate needs attended 
to. It was to make room for these new ar- 
rivals that. the management was forced to 
eject twenty-five young Russians, most of 
them strong, healthy men, who had been en- 
joying the privileges of the home for three 
wevks. 

Yesterday six, of the young Inen ap- 
peared before the society asking to be rein- 
stated into the yood graces of the committee 
and expressing their willingness to accept any 
torms dictated by the committee. Three of 
the men were sent to Racine, Wis., where em- 
ployment had been secured for therm, and the | 
others, who are the heads of families, were 
sent to Muscatine, Lowa, upon the written re- 
quest of Henry Friklestein, who desired their 
services as farm laborers. 

The society has just expended $12,500 in the 
purchase of a four-story and basement brick 
building at Maxwell and Clinton streets. The 
building will be remodeled and furnished 
with bathrooms and lavatories and, will ae- 
commodate four times the number of refugees 
that can now be only crdwded into the present 
quarters. ‘

SPRING CONDITIONS UNFAVORABLE 
FOR EARLY CROPS, 


” 


Prime's Report Indicates a General Late- 
ness and Backwardness in the Se ison 
All Over the Country—Spring Seeded 
Crops Come Out of the Ground Slowly— 
Oat Crop All Seeded—Acreage Decreased 
—Slight Improvement in Winter Wheat 
Condition—Ground. Not Ready for Corn. 

' Dwieurt, Ill., April .22.—[Special.]—So far 

we have had a poor spring for getting any- 

thing into the ground, and it seems almost 
an impossibility to get it out even after it is 
in. This situation hag been brought about by 
an excess of moisture, a lack of sunshine, and 
The grass has 
made slow growth, the winter wheat ditto, 
and the oat crop is now only beginning to 
break through the ground. These conditions 
have been genera! all through the lower lake 
regions, the Ohio Valley, the Upper Missis- 
sippi,and the Missouri Valley,and when we trav- 
el into the extreme Northwest we find all these 
conditions in a much more aggravated form. 

A year ago at this time all over these areas the 

weather was favorable, the growing crops in 

excellent condition, the oats were practically 
all seeded, and plowing fer corn was in prog- 
ress. The last week of April, 1891, closed with 
the whole Northwest. and Southwest under 
full headway, and now, for -the last fourteen 
days we have been watching and waiting tor 
the clouds to roll by and putting in the oats 
and spring wheat between showers. 

The wonderful revolution in’ farm’ ma- 
chinery as applied to putting in and gathering 


| the oat crop has pushed this important crop 
rapidly to the front during the last few years 


and in area now comes next to the corn crop. 
Oat seeding commenced the present 
season the last week of March, but 
before much was put into the 
ground heavy rain-storms. puta stop to 
seeding. Since April 1 tine weather has been 
cold, cloudy, and wet, and as soon as the 
ground would get intocondition to work more 
rain would follow. The| consequence is that, 
taking the country over, not the usual acreage 
has been put in this spring, and a large pro- 
portion of that has beem sown under great dif- 
ficulty.. ‘On low, flat land, where the water 
has stoed, the crop has more or less rotted, 
Last year, although the seeding of oats was 
late, the crop was all mthe ground by April 
15. 
with this week.. In one sense of the word the 
cloudy weather, with the ground so full of 
moisture, has been a favorable character in 
the history of the newly-suwn crop; on the 
advent of warm, clear weather we ought t> 
see rapid growth in this crop, There are, bov 
ever, few tields today which look green and 
show an even stand. 

Nebraska reports that they are only now 
just finishing up the seeding of the crop, that 
the job so ‘far has been poorly done. A large 
percentage of it was practically “* mudded 
in,”’|and the earliest sown is comimg up slow- 
ly. ‘The ground and atmosphere are cold and 
damp and} warm sunshine with occasional 
showers are greatly needed. 

In lowa about two-thirds of the oats are 
now in the ground. On account of the low 
temperature vegetation of all kinds is making 
little headway. 

Sprftng Wheat. 

West of the Missouri River in North Dakota 
spring wheat seeding is going on. On tne 
east side of the river, owing to so much 
moisture, they have barely commenced, Un- 
der the most favorable circumstances, 
through the Red , River Valley o (the 
Dakota side, it ill take three 7 ee 
of most favorable weather for the ground 


to get into condition to let farmers }n to the 


ground, Of gourse there will be isolated 
—, where some spring wheat can be seed- 


ho ie ‘May. This is A Modth or six weeks 
late, and with these conditions frost is liable 
to catch the crop in August, 

In South Dakota the wheat is practically all 
sown. The seeding is somewhat later than 
usual, but the soil is in fine condition, which 
will counterbalance that probably in the end. 
The weather, however, keeps cold, with more 
or less freezing every night. There have 
been some few reports of seed rotting in the 
ground. 

In Central Minnesota about one-half of the 
spring wheat has been sown. None of the 
early sown has come up yet. Seeding will 
not be finished until May 1. . The situation in 
this portion of the State indicates an inérease 
of' acreage, due more to the opening of new 
farms than to increasing old ones. 

In Southern Minnesota wost of the farmers 
are entirely through sowing wheat. There 
has been little oats or barley sown yet. There 
is plenty of moisture in the ground and wheat 
is just coming up. The weather is cold and 
warm growing weather greatly needed. 


Winter Wheat. 


Telegraphic reports from San Francisco 
show that drying winds have impaired previ- 
ous favorable ‘conditions. Prospects _ still, 
however, are fairly good with ordinarily fa- 
vorable weather next tnonth, 

Texas reports that the young wheat will 
average ten inches high; the extremely late- 
sown wheat does not look as well. Corn is 
now large enough for plowing. What little 
wheat now femains in farmers’ hands is stiil 
being firm)y held, Farmers are all up with 
their work, 

In Kentucky the early-sown wheat is about 
kmee-high, ‘There is some complaint that it 
has been injured by frost within the last ten 
days, but this will, hpwever, net amount to 
enough to make any serious loss in the aggre- 
gate. On account of the lack of sunshine and 
the excess of moisture wheat has made slow 
growth. The opinion. seems to be now that 
the crop will be about as good as the one made 
last year. This statement is based upon the 
fact that the late wheat will turn out well. 

Qhio reports that they need warm, dry 
weather for wheat atthe presenttime. ‘The 
average height of the crop is now from four 
to six,inches. (Qn low lands wheat is poor and 
spotted. In the|northern portion of the State 
the cold (weather is holding wheat back. 
Fields are spotted and many of them will not 
produce indre than half a crop. 

On the river bottoms in Southern Indiana 
the early sown wheat is now high and looks 
well., Late) sown wheat is poor and 
thin on the ground. In Central Indiana wheat 
has done well during the last ten days, not- 
withstanding the weather has been cold, 
cloudy, and wet. The latesown wheat has im- 
proved sone, though more or tess spctted. 

In Northéra Indiana late wheat is decidedly 
thin on theiground, but the early wheat prow- 
ises to do fairly weil. 

In Central Illinois wheat has made but little 
growth during the last fourteen days. ‘ The 
color is good and the crop now averages from 
six to teri inches in height. 

In Souther Illinois the general condition 
of the crop. shows little improvement over 
that of fourteen days ago. The weather has 
been so wet and cold that in some of the best 
counties in this important area of the winter 
wheat belt the crop has a sickly appearance 
and some fields are turning yellow..

In Michigan the month so far has been coo! } 


and wet. Wheat has made slow growth, and 
on the Ww hole the crop has held its own. Spring 
work is backward, and there has been but few 
oats seeded yet. Farmers are selling but little 
wheat, and millers are carrying small stocks. 
Prices are jow and farmers will carry over a 
good deal unless the prices advance consider- 
ably. 

Central Kansas reports durmg the last few 
days that there has been some slight improve- 
ment in the winter wheat situation. It 1s still 
small in growth, but is stooling out well. In 
Northern Kansas harvest will be ten days 
late. The crop has made slow growth, as the 
ground 1s packed from too much heavy rain.

The Treasury Department in Fall Posses- 
sion of the Facts—In Chicago. 
Wasurinetonr, D. C., April 22.—-| Special. ]— 
All the details of the fraudulent importations 


of Sumatra tobacco have been received at the - 


Treasury Department, and the ramifications 
of the ring take in the United States from the 
Pacific to the Atlantic Oceans. Acting Secre- 
tary Spaulding says that as the matter is now 
in the hands of the court there is nothing to be 
done in the case by the depdrtment. 

**Witnesses have been secured,’”’ he con- 
tinued, “‘ whose evidence is not Only circum- 
stantial but convinemng, and such testimony 
cannot fail to convict these offenders 
against the custom laws. There 
13 no doubt that the conspiracy’ to 
defraud the government 18 wide reaching in 
its scope than was at first even suspected, but 
we are in a position now to be enlightened 
upon every desirable point needed for a con- 
vicion.

Sixteen bales were also located in Phila- 
delphia and they were also seized. Yesterday 
Collector Clark received a dispatchfrom Assist- 
ant Treadurer Spaviding of W eshiuee instruct- 
ing him to release the tobacco which was seized 
several days ago at the warehouses of Myer & 
Sons, the Lake street tobacco dealers. Liebes & 
Co., the New York sellers, have given bonds for 
the amount of the. duty on the goods and 
pending a hearing in the courts it was thought 
best to bear as lightly as possible on the innocent 
purchasers, “The frauds were extedsive,”’ said 
Treasury Agent Loehngen, “and the government 
has not located more than one-fifth of the coods 
which were ¢muggled in under the lower rate of 
duty. I believe we have seized all there isin 
sicht, the balance having been sold and disposed 
of. Liebes & Co., the New York tirm which han- 
died the goods, is likely 
trouble in proving its innocence. The senior 
member of the firm is now in Europe. Cranz 
Bros. & Co, of San Francisco acted |in concert

PROGRESS MADE AT THE PARK. 


Work Done on the Great Buildings for the 
World’s Columbian Exposition, 

The big World’s Fair buildings in Jackson 
Park are beginning to change their appéar- 
ance from skeleton wooden structures to 
what simulates marble and granite palaces. 

The rough carpentry work has bees prac- 
tically completed on all the structures except 
Machinery Hall and the Manufactures Build. 
ing. Interior trimming and exterior covcr- 
ing of staff is generally in) progress. On 
some of the buildings it has been completed, 
and the work of coloring or paint ing the build- 
ings has begun. The first of this latter service 
has been accomplished on the Mines Building, 
which has been given a dark cream color. 
Next week painting will begin on the Woman’s, 
Transportation, Horticulture, and Fisheries 
Buiidings. The Transportation Building is to 
be of a reddish cream color. The Womari’s 
will be old ivory. The Fisheries will have a 
plum tint. 

This painting of the buildings promises to 
be a large job, and W. L. Prettyman, an em- 
ployé of the Construction Department, in- 
vented a squirt-gun which he thought would 
do the work of hand brushes. The apparatus 
was tried this week, but spattered the paint in 
uneven quantities, and on the first trial the 
machine was deemed worthless. Had the in- 


| vention proved satisfactory Mr. Prettyman 


would have probably been made the foreman 
of a large gang of paint-squirters, aud a con- 
siderable saving would have been effected for 
the Exposition. An effort will be made to 
improve the machine, 
scape gardening at Jackson Park is 
rushed along under direction of 
of the Burean of Floriculture 
er Ulrich. They, say that the 
weather has been most propitious for plant- 
ing. And Mr. Ulrich’s force numbers 400 
men. In the last week flower-beds have been 


laid out around the grand basin and the Horti- | 


cultural Buildimg, and sodding is in progress 
in the same territory. 

All around the Horticulture Building and on 
the grand basin south of the Manufactures 
Build the ground gives promise of its 
eventual beauty. The grading on the Midway 
Plaisance has been completed and the gar- 
deners are just now moving great quantities 
of black soil and planting on the shores of the 
wooded island. Up to date about 15,000 
shrubs and trees have been planted; this in- 
cludes last fali’s work. Mr. Thorpe and his

shape. Next week they will begin planting 
20,000 fose bushes which they have on hand. 
Most of these roses came from Germany and

Fire Chief Speed 1s breaking the records 
with his drilling, which has been inaugurated.

REVIEW OF THE WEEK IN DETAIL, 


Principal Events in World’s Fair Circles 
During the Last Seven Days. 

A brief sammary of the events of the week 
is as follows: 

Last Saturday W. Marsh Kasson, it was an- 
nounced, would take charge of the Bureau of 
Public Conifort at the World’s Fair. The Board 
of Directors has decided that‘this important in- 
stitution|shall be under the management of one 
of its own officers and not be let out as 4 conces- 
sion to ptivate parties. Mr. Kasson managed the 
Bureau of Public Comfort atthe Centennial. At 
the Cotumbian Ex tion this institution will be 
a greatly extended one compared with what was 
done at Philadelphia. There will be a main 
build in which will be furnished every comfort 
except dging. An organization will be effected 
to take ¢are of this branch of the-work with lode- 
ing-house keepers and hotels in the city. Moder- 
ate rates are assured to all. ° 

President Harrison appointed Lyman D. Nor- 
ris Alternate Commissioner to the World’s Fair 
from tne State of Michigan. 

Special Treasury Agent J. Allison Bowen was 
given an honorary commission by Director-Gener- 
al Dayis to represent the Exposition in France. 
Mr. Buwen’s headquarters will be at Paris. 

The Board of South Park Commissioners de- 
cided that the huge marbie shaft 107 feet high, 
which the Wisconsin World’s Fair Board intends 
to erect in Jackson Park, could remain perma- 
nently on the grounds. 

After many ups and'downs the Executive Com- 
mitteeof the Texas World’s Fair Association 
awarded the contract of the Texas World’s Fair 
Building to W. J. Hobson of Waco for $100,000. 
Inasmuch as the funds of the association are 
short the contractor takes one-half his pay in 
cash and a mortgage on certain Texas lands to se- 
cure the remainder of the payment. 

Sunday President Baker returned from Wash- 
ington and affirmed, as had his fellow-members of 
the Congressional committee, that an appropria- 
tion could not be secured and that a loan was all 
that might be expected. 

Monday it was announced that Maj. Ben ©. Tru- 
man of California i probably be appointed 
Chief of tbe Bureau of Viticulture by Director- 
General Davis. It is understood that Col, Davis 
promised the place to|Maj. Truman months ago. 

Gov. Brown goncmpted the members of the Ken- 
tucky World’s Fair Commission. They are: 
Young E, Allison, editor of the Insurance Herald 
of Louisville; J. W. Yerkes, a lawyer of Danville; 
W. H. Dulaney, a merchant of Louisville; John 
D, Clardy of Hopkinsville, and James D. Black. 
a lawyer of Barbervill 

_Gov. Flower appointed ex-Senator Donald Mc- 
Naughton of Mumford Chief Execative Officer of 
the Board of General Managers of New_York; to 
look after the State’s exhibit at the Fair. His 
salary will be $5,000. 

The receipts at Jackson Park from admission 
tickets reached $250, there being 1,000 visitors at 
25 cents each. | 

Tuesday the Board of Directors was called to- 
gether in a special meeting to listen to the ex- 
planations given by President Baker and Direc- 
sors Winston and Odell as to why they had told 
the Durborow committee of] Congress that the 
World’s Fair people would accept a ioan instead 
of an appropriation. Tne explanations made 
were not satisfactory to the board and anew com- 
mittee was appointed consisting of Directors 
Gage, Walker and Waller. President Baker and 
Directors Winston and Odell were sent back to 
see what they could do again. The committee was 
given fuli power to act but was not instructed as 
to what course it should pursue. 

Director Edwin Walker at the meeting of the 
board secured the pas¢age of a resolution calling 
upon the Finance committee to go through the 
entire salary list of the Exposition and see if there 
could not be some reductions made. “I think we 
ought to do scaling enough to save $25,000,’ said 
Mr. Walker. 

The New York World’s Fair Commission was 
organized with 5 aap! M.. Depew as President 
and Gorton W. Allen as Vice-President. 

Wednesday it was announced that, John 
P. Barrett, Chief of the Department of 
Electricity, might resige shortly his 
World's Fair ition. fhile on ia re 
cent visit to New York the National Board of Un- 
derwriters offered to place him incharge of its 
department of electrical inspection which has 
boy been created. Mr, Barrett declined the offer 

nasmuch as it would necessitate his leaving Chi- 
cago, He told the officers of the association, how- 
ever, that in case they divided the work, making 
two departments,one there and one West,he would 
assume the management of the West division with 
headquarters in Chicago, at a salary of $20,000 per 
year. Incase they decided to make four depart- 
ments, one of which should include the district 
embracing Chicago, be agreed to take charge of 
it at $15,000. An answer will not be received until 
after the meeting of the Board of Directors of the 
association about two weeks hence. 

The new Washington committee left for tke 
capital. Some of the members were of the opin- 
ion that. if Con objected to a direct appro- 
priation to the local board it could accomplish 
the same purpose by making the appropriation 
to the National Commission, its own agent, and 
have the money disbursed through them to pay 

expenses of the department chiefs under their 
control, Sut now paid for by the Board of Di- 
rectors, “ 

Commissioner-at-large Thomas B,. Bryan, who 
has been in Southern Europe during the last five 
months in the interest of the Fair, reached New 
York, He said in an interview: “ 1 was most 
nqaaqetty surprised at the ready interest with 
which foreign powers entered into the project 
which I had come to unfold. I found everywhere 
warm admiration for the people of this country, 
their thrift and their enterprise, and_ the know!l- 
edge displayed of our government and its institu- 
tions proved that the students of republicanism 
are by no means confined to this country.” 

All arrangements for entrance to Jackson Park 
over the Baltimore and Ohio railroad were com- 
pleted and a special train carrying Exposition 
officials made the first trip into the grounds over 
the new road, 

_ Tharsday Director-General Davis decided to vis- 
it Washington and lend his aid in securing funds 
from Congress. 

The Committee on Transportation formally ac- 
cepted, as the Executive committee had previ- 
ously done, the schedule of rates on exhibits 
which the railroads of the country have agreed to 
make, These are full rates going and free return. 
Chairman Ripley of the Committee on Transpor- 
tation said; ** If the National Commission wants 
to secure half rates it is at liberty to make an ef- 
fort in that direction. We shall not again open 
negotiations looking toward that end.”’ 

Acirculat was issued by the Committee on 
Transportation to all the railway passenger asso- 
ciations of the United States and individual roads 
asking that a materially reduced rate be made by 
the railroads on the ocrasion of the deditatory 
ceremonies next October. The committee 
thonght that 500,000 visitors would be in Chicago 
from different p arts of the country.

While every banker calls the situation dull they 
generally find when they come to analyze the 
statement of their bank's condition that their 
views about dullness are hardly borne out by tlie 
figures. “ Wecall it dull,” said John C. Black, 
Presilicnt of the Continental National Bank,’ ‘but 
as a matter of fact the whole West was never be- 
fore doing somuch business. Chicago was never 
before doing so much business, and it is a profit- 
able business, too. ‘There is no need of worrying 
over this accumulation of money. While we 
have got moré money on hand-+than we like to 
have itis because we have got larger deposits 
than we ever had before. Our loans were never 
up to so high a point as they arenow. In- 
stead of being surprised at this accumulation of 
money we ought to be surprised that the-situa- 


tion is not| much worse. We were more 
eager to joan money at 3 per cent 
in 188 than we are now to loan it 


at 4% per cent, while the financial crisis that the 
country then passed through was nothing com- 
pared to the one the world is now emerging from. 
When | before has the banker of today seen the 
time that the Bank of England had to borrow 
money from the Bank of France in order to tide 
over acritical point? This money that is piled 
up in the Chicago banks should pot be looked at 
as a discouraging indication. Chicago is grow- 
ing. We will never drop back with our deposits 
even to a point where we were a yearago. Much 
of this idle money is really nothing more than the 
legitimate and natural increase that. comes with 
the city’s growth.

The Baptist Union Theological Seminary of 
Morgan Park Now Becomes the Divinity 
School of the University, and Will Open 
in Chiesgo Next October—Its $100,000 
Building—All Denominations of Chris- 
tians May Study seraets gs in the School 
-~—Other Data. 


The University of Chicago has just issued 


its official bulletin No. 5, winch treats of the 
Divinity School and ite relation to the 
university. The first chapter tells of 
the establishment of the Baptist Union 
Theological Seminary by the “ Baptist 
Theological Union, located at Chicago”; its 
buildings; the faculty; the departments; the 
rapid increase in the number of students; its 
financial ecndition, which has been rendered 
safe through the liberality of such men as 
C. B, Goodyear, C. N. Holden, J. E. Tyler, 
D. Nelson Blake, and John D. Rockefeller; 
and lastly, ite union with the university. 
This was effected through. Mr. Rockefeller’s 
subscription of $1,000,000 to the university, 
which stipulates that $100,000 of this sum 
should be set apart for the further endowment 
of the seminary, and that an additional $100,000 
should be used for the erection of a building 
for the seminary on the university grounds in 
the city, the seminary becoming the Divinity 
School of the university. ‘The seminary, 
therefore, now transfers its work at Morgan 
Park to the city and will open its new year 
Oct, 1, 1892, in the new building on the uni- 
versity site. It will accommodate 200 students 
and will cdst $150,000. 

The “ Relation of the Divinity School’’ to 
the university is another chapter which treats 
of the covenants and agreements entered into 
at the time the union took place and promi- 
nent among which stand the following: 

The union agrevs to lease to the university for 
the term of 999 years its seminary and buildings 
at Morgan Park, at a rental of $1 a year, the uni- 
versity to pay all assessments which shall be 
levied or assessed against said premises during 
the life of said lease, to keep insured and in re- 
pair all buildings now standing thereon, and to 
use the same for the purpuse of an academy or 
i t school. 

he university agrees to eredt upon its grounds 
in the County of Cook a dormitory building to 
cost not less than $100.000, to be used as a dormi- 
tory for the seminary of the union, to be cared for, 
kept insured, and ip repair by the union: also to 
provide grounds on its cam pus, at the cost of said 
university. for additional buildings for the school 
of the union when and as the same shall 
gancun ety required. The said university also 
agrees to furnish, at its own cost and charges, and 
maintain adequate lecture-rooms for the use of 
instructors in said school. A lease shall be drawn 
which shall contain such provision as counsel 
may reasonably devise for the prepces of carry- 
ing into effect the provisions of this agreement 
hereinbefore mentioned. 

Among other provisions is one that the union 
will not hereafter confer degrees, the univer- 
sity doing so upon graduates of the Divinity 
School in accordance with its regulations. 

The Divinity School is open to all :denomi- 
nations of Christians. The school has three 
courses—viz.: the strictly divinity course for 
American students, the Danish-Norwegian de- 
partment, and the Swedish department. Can- 
didates for the decree of B. D. are required to 
write an acceptable thesis andto passa final 
written and oral examidation. 

The theological library is a collection of 40,- 
000 volumes in biblical literature, church his- 
tory, homiletics, and systematic theology. It 
com prises the libraries 6f Prof. E, W. Hengs- 
tenbery, late professor in the University of 
Berlin: of Dr. George B. Ide; the Colwell Li- 
brary of the American Bible Union, collected 
by Dr. T. J. Conant while prosecuting his 
work of translatimg the Bible; | and the orig- 
inal library of the Baptist Union Theological 
Seminary, consisting largely of books in his- 
tory, ecience, sociology, and literature. There 
isa three-fold catalogue by which the con- 
tents of the library may be consulted by the 
author-list, the title-list, or by subjects. The 
general library of the vniversity, iaclud:ing 
the Berlin and other valuable collections num- 
bering tnany thousands of volumes, will be 
accessible to divinity students. The New- 
berry Litrary, with its large and valuable c.l- 
lectiong, will also be within easy reach. 

The school has a biblical feilowsbip, a his- 
torical fellowship, a theological fellowship, 
and the Caleb Van Husen memorial scholar- 
ship, which pays the income of $2,000 for the 
support of a member of the middle or senior 
class of marked ability and piety. 


The various kinds of religious work open to ’ 


students are preaching, assisting pastors in 
and about the city, and city mission and Sun- 
day-school work.

Pangs and Disappointments That Unmar- 
ried and Childliess Women Are Spared. 
There appears to be a curious tendency on 

the part of many men to lavish upon the little 

ones the affection ance exclusively the wife’s, 
says Helen Jay in Harper’s Bazar.). A division 
of demonstramon would be both natural and 
gratifying to a woman, but too often she is 
ignored in this respectentirely. The boys and 
girls are joyfully greeted by the home-coming 
father, while the wife is carelessly nodded at 
over their sunny heads. A ‘wise observer once 
said: * Trouble comes with the first baby if 
it is coming atall.”’ | Ditferent ideas of govern- 
ment are often the entering wedge of dissen- 
sion. The littl one sometimes separates the 
father and mother, and at its cradle the hus- 
band goes away from the wife in thought and 
deed just when she needs him most. While 
she rocks that cradle she thinks deeply, and 
in the readjustment jof her ideas wifehood is 
merged in the stronger force of motherhood. 

She demands more of her husband mentally 

and morally than ever before, because he is 

baby’s father, and is| sometimes disappointed. 

In the matter of expenses paterfamilias is 
apt to be more generous in his allowances for 
the needs of the children than for the less tan- 
gible wants of the mother. He admits that 
clothes gan be outgrown, but is skeptical 
about their going out of fashion. We are told 
that a mother becomes unselfish, . For her- 
self, yes; but is she not tempted to overlook 
the claims of others in seeking all good thmgs 
for her childreri? 

I doubt if thAmother, burdened with the 
care of her child’s living and the fear of its 
death, can haif enjoy beauty per se of 
childhood, The e@utsider can rejoice in all 
the loveliness, oftener with more oo tee 
tive eyes, because they are not blinded by 
dread. Heredity, to| a conscientious woman, 
is simply appalling. How can she punish a 
child for faults inherited from herself? Can 
she be happy as she notes the growth of a 
disposition which should, fer the good of the 
race,end with her husband’s life? Can she 
help being afraid when she looks at the little 
son, who is a pocket edition of the father-in- 
law,in a drunkard’s grave? It is possible, 
too, for herto discover that her children, 
though gazing at her with her mother’s eyes 
and speaking to her in the tones of a voice 
that has made the music of her life, are aliens 
in thought and deed. 

But, somé one says, I know all that; there 
age years of patient care and toil—years, per- 
haps, when the husband and wife go their 
separate ways, one rearing the children, the 
other going on alone, absorbed in business 
interests, forgetful of the woman left behind ; 
but when the sons and daughters are grown 
matters adjust themselves. Not always. The 
fair girl graduate becomes the faded little 
mother’s rival and in the § devotion 
of father and daughter the wife is still 
left out. It is genepaily the rough boy, with 

warin, loving heart which makes boys so 

dear the world over, who dimly divines the 
situation, and with bearish hugs and mam- 
moth pats cheers and sustains the lonely neart. 
While itJasts it is the sweetest thing, this ro- 
mance between the mother and her son; but, 
alds, it is brief! Some dainty little maiden 
takes the lud captive, and then. the jealousy, 
the acute suffering of that mother’s heart— 
who can fathom?

The nine rays extend- 
ing inwards from the wings and thus 
pleting the circle may possibly be taken 
as typical of the sun, aud they are 
worked in the same fine gold thread 
as that used for the network. Abso- 
lutely perfect im. execution as this piece of 
work is, it is yet by no means ond the skill 
of an expert worker in floss or filo floss silk, 


and the Mons as.arranged might with great \ 
success be worked out for the cover of a book | 
or letter case. 


Plain white satin might be 
used for the foundation,'or a pretty woven 
silk and satin might doubtless be found to 
simulate pretty Closely that upon which the 
original piece of embroidery is worked. Very 
fine gold thread should be used. 

If worked on fine white or colored linen, in 
washing silks, and this same washing gold. the 
Mons pattern might be used as a cover for a 
small gypsy stool, or as one of the loose orna- 
men covers so handy te throw over any 


dainty_piece of work or favorite book one’ 


nay wish to protect. On a larger scale the 
Mons pattern might prove useful for the cor- 
ners of a table cover. The bird could easily be 
enlarged and be powdered over the surface of 
a fine quality of cloth. A dark brown 
light golden-brown birds would be 
effective, using in this casé a rather coarse 
make of gold thread for the wings and bodies 
and omitting the network entirely. Yet an- 
other suggestion may be offered, and that is,
